BRITISH STATEMENT 


The communiqué reads :'— 

“ Abyssinia —As the result of a 
series of brilliant operations carried 
out by Indian and South African 
troops, closely supported by the 
R.A.F., Amba Alagi is now sur- 
rounded, and the Duke of Aosta has 
sent emissaries to seek terms of sur- 
‘render for the whole of the Italian 
forces in the area. 

“Southern Abyssinia. — In the 
southern areas operations continue to 
progress successfully. 

“ Libya.—Extending the area of the 
successful counter-attack delivered yes- 
terday, Australian troops have recap- 
tured a number of strong points in 
the outer defences of Tobruk, together 
with 25 German prisoners. The enemy 
again sustained serious losses, includ- 
ing two medium tanks. 

“In the Sollum-Capuzzo-Halfayi 
area mechanised patrols are continu- 
ing their aggressive activities.’ 


“FIGHT TO LAST 
MAN” 


Nearly five weeks ago an envoy 

from the Duke of Aosta, Italian 
Viceroy of Abyssinia; was sent to 
Lieutenant-General A. G. Cunningham, 
the British General Officer Command- 
ing, at his headquarters in Diredawa. 
Terms for the -capitulation of the 
Italian forces, then estimated at 40,000 
Italians and 36,000 African troops, 
were reported to have been discussed, 
with the object of securing the safety 
of white civilians.

A week ago there 
Ware reports that, he had flown tó Rome 
to confer with Mussolini on the critical 
situation of his troops, and that before 
returning to the beleaguered army he 
had told his family: “‘ I will never sur- 
render. I will hold out to the last man 
if necessary in the remotest mountain

VIEW IN LONDON 


The view in London is that the Duke 
of Aosta’s n.ove to seek terms of sur- 
render does not necessarily mean that 
the whole uf the Abyssinian campaign 
will be ended immediately, writes a 
Press Association Military Correspon- 
dent. 

Amba Alagi is now surrounded, 
and, no doubt, the Duke, it is sug- 

ested, seeing that further resistance 
in that area is useless is prepared to 
seek terms of surrender. o men- 
tion, however, is made of the other 
two centres of Italian resistance—the 
Gondar district, south-west of Amba 
Alagi, and the Lakes districts, which 
are about 200 miles south of Addis 
Ababa. 

It is not known what the exact 
strength of the Italian forces in Abys- 
sinia is. About a week ago it was 
estimated that there were about 35,000 
Italian gnd 36,000 native troops, but 
there has been no official information 
regarding their dispositions. If the 
vast majority has been enga in 
the Amba Alagi area it is likely that 
the surrender of the Italian forces 
there will result in operations being 
brought to a close quickly in the other 
districts.—(Press Association.)

DR. DQHM’S TALK 
Earlier the broadcast quoted from a

He was not the victim 
of hallucination. He was a fanatical 
idealist, who believed that he could per- 
suade England to make peace and pre- 
vent the break up of the British 
Erapire~ and the elimination of the 
English nation.”

The British people are not 
oing to forget this, and the British 
overnment are not going to forget it 
either.

CHANNEL PORTS

Ebb and Flow 


Two interesting events, involving one 
of Italy’s noble families, occurred during 


was nominated as King of Croatia; 
and his elder brother, the Duke of 
Aosta, Commander-in-Chief of the Italian 
forces in Abyssinia, sent emissaries 
to British headquarters to find out 
on what terms the surrender of his 
troops would be accepted. Croatia is one 
of the three countries that came together 
after the war of 1914-1918 to constitute the 
Triune Kingdom of Serbs, Croats and 
Slovenes. It differs from that part of 
Yugoslavia inhabited by the Serbs in a 
number of ways. Although the Croats and 
the Serbs are racially akin—both of them 
are Slavs—the Croats for generations have 
taken their culture from the West, while 
the Serbs have tended to look more towards 
the East. The Serbs belong to the Orthodox 
Church, having in this respect close 
associations with Russia, whereas the 
Croats are devout Roman Catholics. Serbs 
and Croats were equally hostile to Austro- 
Hungarian rule; and, when the Yugoslav 
State was formed, the Croats, entirely of 
their own free wil] and accord, fell in 
with their Serbian and Slovenian kinsmen. 
Naturally, the three partners did not 
always see eye to eye in domestic affairs. 
The Serbs, being by far the largest and 
most powerful element in the new State, 
were inclined to take rather a high hand 
in their dealings with the others; and, 
in particular, they made the mistake of 
over-centralisation, concentrating the ad- 
ministration of Yugoslavia in Belgrade. 
When, six years ago, King Alexander of 
Yugoslavia was assassinated in the streets 
of Marseilles, a wave of indignation swept 
-over Croatia, as well as over the other 
parts of the Yugoslav Kingdom. A Croat 
separatist, Colonel Pavelitch, was believed 
widely to have been a party to the 
assassination; but he was in Italy at the 
time, and, although his name was 
mentioned freely at the trial, he never 
was brought to book. Now it seems that 
Colonel Pavelitch has been placed at the 
head of the new Government, which has 
been ‘appointed to rule Croatia as a semi- 
independent State under Italian tutelage, 
and that it was he who invited the Italian 
King to nominate his nephew to ascend 
the throne at Zagreb. During his visit 
to Rome Colonel Pavelitch was acclaimed 
with enthusiasm when he appeared with 
Signor Mussolini on the balcony of the 
Palazzo Venezia. It is impossible to 
discover the extent of popular support 
that he can command among the Croats; 
but the fact is that, for the time being at 
any rate, he is the effective leader of the 
Croatian people, and that Croatia, for all 
practical purposes, has become an Italian 
Protectorate. 

While the Duke of Spoleto is preparing 
to become titular ruler of Croatia, his 
elder brother is preparing to submit to 
the unpleasant lot of a prisoner of war. 
The Duke of Aosta has put up a gallant 
fight in Abyssinia. His message to General 
Cunningham on the fall of Addis Ababa 
showed him to be a man of high principle, 
as well as of courtly manners, and his 
conduct of the campaign in Abyssinia has 
been beyond reproach. The Duke of Aosta 
was set an almost impossible task. Cut off 
completely from Italy, once the British 
had captured the Somaliland and Eritrean 
ports, and with troops of doubtful moral 
under his command, he was ordered to 
play for time, and to fight delaying actions 
in order to prevent the British from the 
despatch of reinforcements to Libya at a 
time when the tables were being turned on 
General Wavell by the Germans. The Duke 
of Aosta carried out his instructions with 
admirable loyalty. His forces were 
depleted sorely by death and disease. 
Their food supplies were reduced to an 


lack of water; and, above all, they were 
exposed to the vengeance of the Ethiopian 
tribesmen, including many of their own 
Askaris, who were only too anxious to 
turn upon their Italian conquerors. In 
these circumstances, the Duke of Aosta 
has deserved well of his country. Amba 
Alagi has been surrounded by Indian and 
South African troops, and, although it 
never is wise to prophecy in time of war— 
particularly in this war—there can be 
small doubt that the campaign in 
Abyssinia, so far as serious fighting is con- 
cerned, is virtually at an end. It has 
been a stern fight, in which every inch of 
ground has been contested stubbornly by 
the Duke of Aosta. The British, Indian, 
and South African troops have done some 
magnificent work in trying conditions; | 
and the ‘‘liquidation’’ of the military 
problem in East Africa will be of much 
value to General Wavell in his campaign 
against the Germans. In the Western 
Desert the tide of war is ebbing and flow- 
ing from day to day. On Friday the 
British claimed to have re-taken Sollum ; 
on the following day the Germans 
announced that it had fallen into their 
hands again. Yesterday it was reported 
from Cairo that General Azis el Masry 
Pasha, one time Chief of the Egyptian 
General Staff, and a former associate of 
Enver Pasha in the Young Turk move- 
ment before the Great War, had tried to 
leave Egypt by air with two companions, 
but had crashed and was hiding in Cairo. 
The suggestion obviously is that he. was in 
league with the Germans, and a reward of 
£1,000 has been offered for his capture. It 
is clear that a serious problem faces the

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that the world has seen for the peaceful 


to the New World—one, with a lens of 
100 inches in diameter, at Mount Wilson, 
in California; the other, with a 74-inch 
lens, at Richmond Hill, Toronto. A larger 
than either is nearing completion at Mount 
Palomar, also in the clear air of Cali- 
fornia ; it will possess a lens of 200 inches 
in diameter, and will probe further into 
the outer reaches of space than the human 
eye ever has penetrated. Its function will 
be the exploration of the infinitely great; 
that of the second instrument described 
in the “ Review ” will be the study of the 
infinitely little. This second instrument, 
which costs nearly £400,000— less, however, 
than half a day’s warfare under modern 
conditions—is an enormous cyclotron, A 
cyclotron is a machine designed to disrupt 
the atom. It is, in effect, a gun whose 
bullets are charged atoms. These atomic 
particles are whirled round and round in 
a chamber mounted between the poles of 
an immense magnet—whirled in constantly 
widening circles until eventually they are 
shot out against the atoms that are to be 
cracked. It is, says The Times, as if a 
stone were whirled on the end of an elastic 
cord in a constantly enlarging orbit until 
at last it flies off at a tangent with 
tremendous force. The new cyclotron will 
be by far the largest and most powerful 
in existence. Other machines of the kind, 
having built up their charge of atomic 
particles, can project them in the form of 
a steady beam which penetrates a distance 
of about five feet in air; the beam from 
the Californian instrument will penetrate 
140 feet; its voltage will range from 
100,000,000 to, perhaps, 300,000,000, and 
the particles are expected to travel at a 
velocity of, possibly, more than 100,000 
miles a second, or more than half the 
speed of light. This appalling power is 
necessary, because it is designed to accom- 
plish a task. Hitherto men of science, 
using similar, but smaller, instruments 
have been able, at it were, to knock bits 
off the atom, but the nucleus has been left 
intact; with the aid of the new cyclotron 
they hope to penetrate the nucleus itself. 
If they succeed, they will know more about 
the nature of matter than man ever has 
known previously, Perhaps, the two great 
instruments will revise all our existing 
theories concerning the nature of the 
universe ; perhaps, they will confirm them. 
To the bulk of humanity it will be of no 
concern; the immense abstractions of 
modern physics, comprehending the most 
majestic picture that ever has been sub- 
mitted to human admiration, are of less 
moment to-day than another depth-charge 
or another high explosive. Yet the work 
accomplished by these instruments will be 
helping to mould the mind of man when 
all the chaos and turmoil of the world war 
are merely a page or two in the books of 


history.

Cinema Building 


An architect addressing a meeting in 
Dublin last Friday stated that a really 
good cinema had yet, to be built in Ire- 
land. He was, of course, speaking as an 
architect, not as a patron of the motion- 
picture theatre. The ordinary cinema-goer 
does not worry himself about the appear- 
ance of the theatre so long as he has a 
comfortable seat and can see the pictures 
and hear the sound of them without diffi- 
culty. These considerations are, however, 
part of the architect’s problem and may 
accurately be regarded as a part of cinema 
architecture. The popular view of archi- 
tecture as somethihg to do with the outside 
appearance of the house is narrow and 
misconceived. Scores of cinemas all over 
the country have been opened with a 
flourish that proclaimed their eminence in 
their particular field. It is certain that 
few of the men who designed them or the 
men who paid for them, not to mention 
the publicists that sang their praises, will 
agree that none of them is “really good.” 
Surely a building that fitly serves the 
purpose for which it is designed without 
offending against the canons_of line and 
form is architecturally sound; by what 
tests other than the zwsthetic is it to be 
judged as “good' or merely useful? 
Picture-houses per se first were built 
within the last thirty years, but within 
the last ten years their architects have 
been presented with a fresh problem 
owing to the supercession of the silent film 
by the “talkie.” In those short spaces 
of time it would be unreasonable to expect 
anything approaching finality of design, 
for theatre design develops slowly and 
carefully, In Dublin few architects have 
been given the chance to plan a cinema 
exterior that was not restricted by con- 
siderations of space or the design of the 
surrounding buildings, and none of them 
has been able to evade the desire of the 
owners for a front that would. be 
“modern ” and attract attention. Several 
of them, however, have dealt cleverly and 
capably with the greater problems of the 
interiors—with sight lines, acoustics, 
comfort, air-conditioning, and Corporation 
regulations sbout gangways, exits, and 
such matters. It may be true that Ire- | 
land has yet to see a “really great” 
motion-picture theatre, but it is scarcely 
fair to the architects of wide experience 
and worthy reputation who have designed 
the existing cinemas to state that not one 
of their designs has been “ really good.”

At present the 
mad property is being roughly divided 
into two main classes—that Which may be 
regarded as totaliy destroyed or injured 
beyond repair, and that which may be 
considered capable of restoration. The 
classifications are necessarily approximate, 
and some of them may be modified on 
further investigation. 


Communal Feeding 


Provisiona! plans are being made for 
feeding the people at communal centres 
in all parts of Britain if air-raid condi- 
tions should render it necessary. A stan- 
dard meal is to be served where possible. 
In London the meal is to include hot stew, 
the fixed price being sixpence. If the 
meal centres and voluntary kitchens prove 
inadequate, regional authorities are to 
take over all restaurants and cafés for the 
service of standatd meals. Mobile kitchens 
and canteens have done remarkably well 
in rendering service to homeless people 
and to the inhabitants of districts where 
cooking facilities have ceased to exist. The 
need for more extensive arrangements may 
arise, however, and the plans now being 
made are of a precautionary character.

Yachting at Dun Laoghaire 


On Saturday I hied me to Dun 
Laoghaire, and, to my surprise, saw a 
harbour as full of yachts as it was in the 
days when there were mines only on the 
land.

Air Raid Shelters 


Great changes are being made in the 
provision of protection against air raid 
injury for employés in factories engaged on 
war works. In many cases the shelters 
have been situated at some distance from 
the workshops, but special shelters now 
are being so placed that work may be 
continued until the roof-watchers have 
reported that raiding aircraft are in the 
immediate vicinity. In some cases the 
shelters are placed inside the workshops, 
these being intended for the engineers in 
charge of important installations. The 
shelters are of reinforced concrete, and 
have been tested to withstand a pressure 
of thousands of tons. They are also blast 
and splinter-proof. 


More Reading of Books 


While fewer people now have time for 
reading more books are being read. 
Some remarkable figures have just been 
made public by a librarian of a big town, 
who reports that the present number of 
borrowers is 27,727, of whom 3,844 were 
registered during the past year. No fewer 
than 640,000 books were issued for home

A WRITERS’ AND ARTISTS’

TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—1 mooted this idea about three 
weeks ago and since then I have been 
flooded with letters from all sorts of 
people.

If 
a Writers’ and Artists’ Union never 
did any more than send a circular 
letter to every Irish periodical pub- 
lication informing the editor or 
editress that journalists have been 
known to drink Guinness and eat beef- 
steak, and that payment in guineas or

A well-known lady journalist was 
asked by a religious magazine for an 
article. She wrote it and was paid one 
guinea for it. The magazine asked for 
another, implying that it would be 
noble if the writer would donate same, 
Writer replied that she was never noble, 
and that she understood that every 
workman was worthy of his hire. 
Finally, and I think very weakly, she 
did the sketch for ten bob. A few 
days ago the editor asked for another 
article. ‘‘It took me two and a half 
days to write, as I write very slowly, 
and will not let slipshod work out, even 
to secondary, unheard-of magazines.”

EMERGENCY POWERS 
ORDER DEBATE 


When the Senate meets on Wednes- 
day next, one of the items for dis-

Direct attack may mean either of 
two things—invasion, which has not 
been attempted and seems unlikely; or 
intensive air-raiding, which was tried 
unsuccessfully last autumn. In this 
connection the brochure published re- 
cently by the British Air Ministry 
under the title, “ Battle of Britain,” 
makes very instructive reading in re- 
troapect. At the time it was much 
less easy to get a proper synthesis of 
what was taking place, as one raid fol- 
lowed another; each, in succession, 
blotted out any clear idea of the one 
immediately preceding it. At all 
events, an air-strategy which failed to 
achieve decisive results then is un- 
likely to do so now—on the same par- 
ticular theatre, it is to be clearly 
understood. It might quite well 
succeed at a number of other points. 


ATLANTIC BATTLE 


It will be observed that the so-called 
“Battle of the Atlantic ' has not been 
included among the ‘‘direct’’ attacks 
on Britain. is is because it is, in 
essence, an ‘“‘indirect’’ rather than a 
direct attack. To put it somewhat 
differently : it is directed against com- 
munication rath-r than against orga- 
nised forces as such. Consequently, it 
is very much slower in operation. In 
the present case it has also to operate 
principally with means of lesser 
potency—t.e., submarines and aircraft. 
In the great majority of cases in which 
surface raiders have operated they 
have eventually been sunk, captured, 
or damaged in varying degrees. The 
latest was a former Teasaliale liner 
sunk in the Indian Ocean by the heavy 
cruiser Cornwall. 

As was only to be expected, the 
British Admiralty figures of tonnage 
sunk monthly are much more infor- 
mative than were the former weekly 
figures—because now we have a basis 
af comparison with the former war, at 
least in a partial way. The following 
table gives the asinking-rates over 
twenty months of war—British, allied 
and neutral :—

It is reasonable to assume 1939 and 
early 1940 as months of preparation 
and organisation; while Jate 1940 and 
1941 may be regarded as maximum 
effort over a long period of intensive 
attack. The April, 7941, figures were 
488,000 tons, of which 187,000 tons 
were lost in Greek waters, where the 
Luftwaffe got so many sitting targets. 
The Atlantic Battle ’’ ety were 
thus only 301,000 tons. June, 1940, 
the Dunke ue month, told a similar 
story—534,000 tons. The moral seems 
clear—no combined operations without 
superiority in the air as well as on sea. 
It underlies the difficulties of an in- 
vasion of Britain. 


NEW THREATS AND 
MOVES 


Obviously, however, a sinking-rate of 

000 tons per month is serious— 
even allowing that the correspondin 
rate in 1917 was 530,000 tons. Bu 
it can be palliated by ‘Lease and 
Lend,”’ bY new construction, by in- 
creased food production, etc. In 
short, it is not a system that will give 
decisive resalts in a month or two. 
Indeed, according as the British ap- 
proach nearer to — in the air— 
and increase in their superiority at 
sea—it seems likely that a case of 
diminishing returns will ensue, pre- 
cisely as was the case in the former 
war. All thiags considered, then, it 
is not surprising to find Germany orga- 
nising eastward threats against the 
British system generally—to supple- 
ment the Atlantic battle 

Nor does Britain appear to have 
been idle. At least she fon moved into 
position and organised against possible 
new threats. For example, the ap- 

intment of a very senior eral as 

vernor of Gibraltar will probably 
be found to have also meant an 
addition to the strength of the garrison 
there. There have been at all events, 
reports of a circumstantial nature con- 
cerning Gibraltar convoys and civilian 
evacuations. As for Singapore, there 
is no attempt whatever to conceal the 
fact that really serious forces are 
being concentrated there—even from 
England. But Singapore is a ition 
by no means unfavourably situated for 
screened movements of troops to many 
pointe—backward, even, should that be 
needed, in the direction of the Red 
Sea or Persian Gulf. Troops at 
Singapore kill two birds with one 
stone, as it were. 


AFRICAN CAMPAIGNS 


Malta continues to be raided and re- 
raided. The fact that no more 
been attempted up to now is in itself 
a tribute to the value of an i 
position for defence—provided sound 
measures are taken to that end. And, 
here, attention is at once directed to 
the two more considerable islands 
further East—Crete and Cyprus—both 
of which have also been targets for 
aerial bombardment. Crete, jn par- 
ticular, seemed to be destined for an 
attempt at invasion as well, by reason 
of the proximity of the German forces 
on the Greek mainland. It may be 
found later on that airborne troops 
may have been diverted from this 
mission the necessity of giving a 
hand to hid Ali via Syria.

THE COMING SUMMER 
Not merely is it possible to maintain 


active operations more easily here, but 
Iso it was imperative to support 
Raschid Ali before he was liquidated. 
A statement of considerable interest 
is said to have been made to jour- 
nalists in Budapest by a German 
officer who had flown from Athens—for 
whatever it 1s worth! The gist was: 
The Suez attack would be made 
via Byria; it would begin during the 
first half of June; Suez would be taken 
by mid-July and Cairo by the end of 
that month; Greece would be the base 
for forwarding tanks and other 
material. Assuming that such is the 
plan, let us examine the difficulties in 
the way of its realisation. And we will 
take it that Greece is now as well or- 
ganised a base as Bulgaria was six 
weeks ago: German technical prepara- 
tion is invariably a masterpiece. 

Obviously the major part of the 
transporting must be by air. We know 
that great numbers of troop-carriers are 
in the Eastern Mediterranean—and that 
air-transport of field-guns, light tanks, 
etc., has heen developed appreciably. 
But from this to a Fone attack on 
the Suez Canal is a long step. From 
Rhodes to Aleppo—i.e., the shortest 
possible initial jump—is a good 500 
miles, From the half-way house of 
Cyprus it ought to be possible to main- 
tain some soit of watch on take-off or 
Janding, or both. Certainly this is so, 
if it is a question of great numbers— 
and nothing less is an invasion strength. 
By comparison, it would seem child’s 

ay to ferry a great army to Tripoli, 

cause there the sea route can never 
be fully closed. And, in the matter of 
sex power, it will be no more easy for 
a major expedition on this flank to by- 
ass Haifa than was the case with 
obrak on the other flank. 

More likely is a German half-military, 
half-political offensive, aiming to 
organise Arab and other nationalities in 
a general movement to hamper Britain 
generally. If the soil is fruitful for an 
effort of this kind, it would certainly 

an easy matter to introduce enough 
technical troops to provide a valuable 
nucleus and stiffening. It would, for 
example, be possible to replace Raschid 
Ali’s destroyed Air Force many times 
over. But this type of offensive would 
depend ov the degree of local support 
it met with—no speedy decision could 
be e from it. In this connection 
it may be worth while recalling the fact 
that in the years 1924-’32 the R.A.F. 
had a succession of experiences in the 
conduct of similar operations in the 
most varied ways. e air strategy 
of the Near and Middle East has, in- 
deed, been very thoroughly studied.
